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New York. Xovemlter l.t. — Quite a few consign- 
ments of thoroughbreds may In* expected to arrive 
flour France during the next few mouths. In fact, 
it wilt not t«e surprising should every young horse 
owned by Americans Ik* brought here, as well as 
otliers which may lie purchased by Americans from 
foreign owners. 

The Clarence II. Maekay yearlings will be shipped 
from France about December 1 and are expected to 
arrive liere alsiut twelve days later, as they will 
come via Knglaud. Charles F. Ilill. who lias looked 
after tin* Maekay thoroughbred interests for many 
.'ears, was to have sailed on the Itochambeau a few 
ilays ago. hut missed eonueethins by a few minutes. 
"There are thirteen yearlings in all,” said Mr. Hill, 
"ami I doubt if there are mauy lietter bred in any 
country. They will all Ik* sold at iniblic auction on 
Deeeiulier 2-'t. at ilurlana's Exchange, where they 
nil! lie taken directly upon their arrival. Among 
them are two liy Rock Sand, live by Meddler, two 
by Uncle, one by I*le*enix. one by Mordant out of 
Miss Elite. Hie dam of Aeronaut, and one by Sun- 
dridge. a celebrated English sire. Tile mares are 
mixed, the majority liemg Amerieau-lired and the 
remainder English and French. 

"The general impression is that all young horses 
can Is* brought from France,” continued Mr. Hill, 
"'lliis is a mistake, as none but yearlings and wean- 
lings have lieen released by the French government. 
No two-year-olds or older horses are permitted to 
leave the country, except stallions seven years old 
or over, and they must have served in the stud for 
at least three years. In other words, all the young 
and prospective sires will be retained. Mr. Maekay 
lias bad three offers for the yearlings, one from an 
American owner and two from French owners, hut 
he decided to sell them at public auction, where the 
bleed would have a Is-tter chance to Ik* distributed."

The French embargo having been lifted from the 
younger thoroughbreds, it is almost assured that 
this country will practically be flooded with Euro- 
liean thorough hred blood. There is no means of cal- 
culating just bow many horses will Ik? brought over 
before the spring season ojk*iis. These, added to the 
importations train England which are arriv- 
ing a I us >st daily, will add considerably to the inter 
est in racing during the coming year in this coun- 
trv. It is predicted iu New York that the sport 
will receive an iui|K-tus of great importance, as the 
racing will arouse interna lional interest. Again, 
tiic iitfnsiou of English and French blood into the 
America u thoroughbred of the future will immeas- 
urable build up and improve the American breed. 

Even the little competition already seen iu this 
country between tlie home product anil the horses 
broHglit here by H. I*. Whitney and Jefferson Liv- 
ingston have lieen of great interest in turf circles. 
How much greater will Ik* the interest when a field 
of starters combines tlie product of this country, 
Englaud and France. 

The death of Thomas II. Williams, which occurr- 
ed last Saturday in Ualiforuia. may give impetus 
to the movement for tin* restoration of raeing iu 
that state. Mr. Williams' political differences with 
tlie powers that were in cotilrol unquestionably in 
stigated the adverse legislation enacted in Califor 
nia in 19119. The successful race meeting recently 
held in connection with the exposition at San Fran 
cisco was tlie entering wedge for something further 
and from all accounts, was encouraged by Governor 
Johnson. Tlie death of Mr. Williams has practically 
eliminated all discord ami left an opening that may 
prove lienefi.-ial to tlie racing interests of California. 

If the right sort of men take hold of the racing 
helm and ask for p roller and fair legislation, it is 
said by influential advocates of the siwrt that Gov- 
ernor Johnson is not likely to object to racing unde, 
restrictive condithms. governed by men who have 
the sport at heart and financial gains as a secondary 
consideration. Under high-class control there is 
little question but that raeing would be welcome J 
in California, especially in San Francisco, where It 
attracted thousands of winter tourists in days gone 
hv It bellied to fill hotels, and from the resultant 
circulation of mauy thousands of dollars of eastetn 
money nearly every business profited. After a 
•world's fair history tells us. there is usually a de 
cided slump in business, and this may prove a facto, 
in the return of tlie tlmroughbred. One cannot 
expect much in California this winter, but it is 
probable that ore another year lias passed there 
will be a racing noise on the coast which it is hoiied 
will Is* loud enough to re-establish racing there on a 
sound and sensible basis that will be of benefit to 
the turf in general, as well as to the huancial wel 
fare of the state. ...

Nothing is better known in the turf world or better established in security, popular favor and pros- 
r< rlty than racing over the Kentucky tracks, since the statute was enacted which placed them under the 
control and guidance of the Kentucky State Racing Commission. That body lias directed its government 
iu tlie paths of wisdom and conservatism. No doubt tlie immediate officials of the various tracks felt 
inwardly that the reins have been drawn too tightly in the matter of number of days allotted for racing, 
but ou tlie whole results have vindicated the general course of the commission. Tlie abounding present 
prosperity of the Kentucky tracks and their importance as a part of the general raeing fabric were simply 
unknown quantities in their history prior to the advent of the State Racing Commission and the substitu- 
tion of the pari-mutuels for all other methods of bettiug. 

That horsemen have shared in the increased receipts of the tracks is shown quite conclusively by the 
steady advance from the total of $350,999 distributed among owners of winning horses to the much greater 
total of $567,731 this year. It will be quite in accordance with the spirit of the time to anticipate still 
better things in store for owners in the racing of 1916. It will be observed that Churchill Downs has led 
iu daily distribution in all the years embraced in the following tabulation, but the older track was closely 
pressed this year by both Douglas Park and I-atonia. The following particulars of tbe steadily increasing 
output of tlie Kentucky racing field cannot fail to interest patrons of the turf:

TE8T CASE FOR MUTUELS IN ARIZONA. 

Phoenix. Ariz.. November 15. — A test of the 
legality of the pari-mutuel lietliug maehine in the 
state of Arizona is liefore the Maricopa County Su- 
preme Court ou au information tiled with that court 
charging that such a machine was operated 011 tbe 
Arizona state fair grounds in connection with a 
race between Hellbender, a Yavapai County horse, 
and Xantilla. a California animal. The race was 
over a half-mile, for a purse of $2,000, ami Hell- 
bender won easily. 

Tlie race was used by friends of tlie pari-mutuel 
machines as an opportunity to bring aliout the test 
case through operating and filing information. The 
sheriff’s office agreed to take the case over tlie 
justice court, directly to tlie sti|terior court, in 
order, if possible, to get an early decision. 

The Arizona law prescribes which games do ami 
do not come under tlie head of gambling. Faro and 
roulette are classified as prohibited fur the reason 
that they come under tlie head. The attorney for 
the Racing and Fair Association contends that the 
inutuel form of speculation does not come under tlie 
same classification, and that for that reason a race 
tueeMng witli the machines in use would not be in 
violation of any Arizona state law.

survivors. The opinion is expressed that it was the 
same submarine, proceeding from Gibraltar or from 
the Aegean sea, which first sank The Ancona and 
then the steamer Firenze.

Booker T. Washington, leader of the negro peo- 
ple of America and principal of Tuskogee Insti- 
tute for Negroes, died at Tuskogee Sunday. He 
was fifty-six or fifty-seven years old. hut none 

knew the exact date of his birth. Although he 

laid Iteen in failing health for several months. Mr. 
Washington’s condition became serious only last 
week, when he hail a nervous breakdown while in 
New York. He realized the end was near, but 

was determined to make the last long trip south, 
as he had said often. “I was born in the south, 
have lived there all my life, anil expect to die 
and lie buried there.” Accompanied by Mrs. 

Washington, his secretary, and a physician. Dr. 
Washington left New York for Tuskogee Friday 



aftAnoon. lb* reached home Saturday at midnight 
anil died at 4:4" o’clock Sunday morning. The 
funeral will lie held at Tuskogee Institute Wednes- 
day morning at 10 o’clock. 

A dispatch from New York says: Robert Fay, 

who, after lighting in the trenches for Germany 
came to this country to carry out a plot for de- 
stroying ships sailing from this port with munitions 
of war for the allies, sent a hurry call from his 
cell iu the Tombs for William J. Flynn, chief of 
tlie secret service, and John C. Knox, special 
assistant United States attorney. For more than 
an hour the chief talked with Fay in tin* counsel 
room. What was discussed by i'he head of tlie 

secret service and the bomh-plottcr could not l>e 
learned. From reliable sources, however, tin* fol- 
lowing three significant facts were lehrned: 

1. Fay lias offered to turn state's evidence. 2. The 
story which Fay already lias told about himself 
lias lieen verified in Europe. 3. Tlie 'United States 
government lias evidence corroborating Fay's story 
connecting the German secret service with the plans 
to wreck munitions, ships, anil blow up or set tile 
to munition fetories in this country. More 
revelations concerning the activities of German 
agents in this country are exiieeted. 

Tlie Italian government has sent an official com- 
munication to the neutral governments dealing witn 
tlie sinking of the liner Anemia. The note denies 
that the Ancona carried any arms or contraband 
>r iiersuns in belligerent military service or that, 
there were any circumstances justifying such an 
attack. Tlie note declares that the submarine began 
to cannonade the Ancona without any previous 
warning or a blank shot, and fired without respite 
at the wireless apparatus, the decks and even at 
the boats iu whieli passengers were attempting to 
escape. "Many of these.” adds the note, "were 
killed or wounded, while many who approached the 
ubmarinc were driven off with jeers. Thus nearly 
20(1 iiersous were drowned." 

Four more ships have beofi sunk by submarines 
if tlie central i towers. All on tsiard were lost, it 
is believed, when the French steamship St. Malo. 
of 1,241 tons, was sunk by a German submarine 
near the island of Guernsey in the English channel. 
Twelve l***dies have been washed up. other victims 
were tlie Norwegian steamship Waseann, 4,969 tons, 
the crew of which were saved, anil the Italian 
team-hip Bosnia. 2.561 tons. Two boatloads of 
the Bosnia’s survivors have lieen picked up. A 
boat containing nineteen others is missing. The 
Bosnia was sunk near Giiamlo Island, south of 
Crete, hy an Austrian submarine. The Spanish 
steamship Bemabe. of 2.2KS tons, registered at 
Kilhon. lias lieen lost. Ten of the crew of twenty- 
four are missing. 

Thirty persons are dead in the fortified city of 
Verona as a result of three Austrian aeroplanes 
dropping bombs on tlie city. Thirty other persons 
were seriously and nineteen slightly injured. Nine- 
teen persons were killed by one ls*mh. The bombs 
of tlie aircraft found most of their victims !n tlie 
principal square of tlie city — I’iazza delle Erhe — 
wlie re citizens and peasants from the outlying dis- 
tricts were attending Ihe market. The aeroplanes 
visited various parts of tlie city, but none of tlie 
missiles dropped by lliem fell near any of the 
military buildings. This is the second time Austro- 
Hungarian aeroplanes have made a raid on Verona. 
Last July an Austrian machine dropped about a 
dozen bombs and escaped, notwithstanding a fire 
directed at it by the forts defending tlie eity. 

Tiie lilieral party in Greece may not participate 
in tin* coining elections, although the matter has 
not yet la-en decided. Former Premier Venizelos. 
leader of the party, so indicated to a deputation of 
merchants and manufacturers who came to him 
urging him To pursue his struggle against the 
opposing influences in Greek polities, a Havas 
dispatch from Athens states. Replying to tlie 
depiitatir.il. if. Venizelos said lie thought it would 
lie preferable if the liberal party took no part In 
the approaching elections, as even if it obtained 
a majority in tiie chamber it could not carry 
through its program. Tlie party, however, would 
decide definitely in a few days, he said. 

A large increase in coin pensat ion lias lieen granted 
the railroads of tlie middle west for the carrying 
of mail during tlie four-year period which l*egan 
July 1 last. Tlie rccomiieuse of all the roads 
in this territory, numbering three of tlie fonr sec- 
tions into which tlie country is divided, is fixed 
at $20,071,484 a year for all the roads. In 19"7 
tlie pay in this section was $15,772,677. The mail 
is carried over 67.175 miles of track. The pay is 
shared by 151 roads. The district embraces Ohio. 
Indiana. Illinois. Michigan. Wisconsin. Iowa and 
Missouri. The weighing showed that an average 
of 2.S62 tous a day of mail is carried in 4.000 
trains. 

In the Balkan war theater the Serbians are 
falling hack from mountain range to mountain range 
liefore tlie Anstro-German forces, whose official 
reiwirts enumerate the capture of many prisoners 
daily, a few guns, and quantities of stores. The 
Serbians appear to he inflicting considerable losses 
on their pursuers. Along the eastern front King 
I’eter's men seem to be holding their own against 
the Bulgarian^. The British and French troops 
are meeting with some success, and liesides re- 
pulsing the Bulgarian attacks have undertaken 
mall offensive movements with good results. 

Borne newspapers say that tlie Austrian sub- 
marines which are now so active in the Mediterran- 
ean were shipped in pieces from Kiel. Germany, 
to Triest, accompanied by German mechanics aud 
naval officers. From Triest they were taken to the 
Austrian naval arsenal at Pula, where they were 
assembled. It is also reported that supply stations 
for these submarines, which fly the Austrian flag, 
have lieen established along the Greek coast. A 
protest was made several weeks ago hy the Italian 
consul at Patras on tlie ground that the neutrality 
of Greece was lieing violated. 

Sir Cecil Spring- Rice, tlie British ambassador, 
yesterday asked Attorney General Gregory not to 
oppose appeals to the Supreme Court in the cases 
of Ralph K. Blair and I)r. Thomas Addis, con- 
victed recently in San Francisco of enlisting men 
in tlie United States for the British army. The 
questions involved, the ambassador believes, are of 
much importance not only to Great Britain, hut to 
tlie United States, particularly if this country be- 
came engaged in war. Tlie attorney general was 
unable at this time to outline the imsition of the 
department. 

A Berlin re|*ort of yesterday says: A defeat 

of tlie Russians iu Galicia is announced today 
by the war office, which say-i that tlie troops of 
General von Linsingen drove hack the Russians 
from the west hank of tlie Styr river. The entire 
west bank has now lieen eleared. Russian at 
tacks near Smorgon, east of Vilna. were repulsed. 
On the western front the Germans stormed a French 
trench 10t> yards long, northeast of Bourle. 

George Burkitt. assistant postmaster of Win 
netka. who was summarily suspended for criticizing 
tlie coining wedding of President Wilson and Mrs. 
Galt, was ordered reinstated yesterday by tlie 
president, according to dispatches from Washing- 
ton. With this announcement came the news that 
some citizens of the North Shore suburb were 
starting a movement to have Postmaster A. M. 
Kloepfer, who suspended Burkitt. removed. 

Judge John II. Clark iu the United States District 
Court at Cleveland yesterday granted an apiieal 
from his injunction restraining County Treasurer 
R. C. O'Brien from collecting taxes on $311,040. 
377 from John D. Rockefeller, levied hy former 
Tax Commissioners William Agncw anil John D. 
Faekler. The appeal will he heard before the 
1’uiteil States Circuit Court of Appeals at Cin- 
cinnati. 

London reports that the Russians, after relief 
ling German attacks in the Riga and Bvinsk re 
gions. have taken the offensive. The czar’s offi 
cial report makes no mention of this move, tint 
tells of German defeats in this sector. Both 
German and Russian reports describe desperate 
lighting in the vicinity of the Styr river in the 
south, the Teutons capturing many prisoners. 

Tlie Great Northern steamship Minnesota, the 
largest vessel on the Pacific ocean, is on its way 
today from Seattle to tlie Atlantic- ocean, and with 
its departure the American flag has disappeared 
from the oriental trade. The Pacific Mail Steam 
ship company's fleet was dispersed la-fore the Min 
nesota closed its career as a trans-Pacific liner, 
to engage in the Atlantic trade. 

A cold drizzle which turned into a small snow 
flurry for a few minutes Sunday afternoon in some 
sections of the city s|aiiled Chicago’s chances for at- 
taining a new late snow record. As it was. there 
was same difference of opinion as to whether it was 
sleet or snow and could he classified officially as tli 
"first snow.” 

Tiie Ceutral News correspondent at Tlie nnguo 
says information lias lieen received there f r *:;» 
Frankfort That a Zeppelin has lauded near Grodno, 
Russia, after being damaged badly by Russian ar- 
tillery. The message says the dirigible was de 
stroycil in greater part hy fire after the crew was 
rescued. 

I«ord Robert Cecil of tlie foreign office stated 
in the house yesterday that tlie British govern 
incut is determined not to recognize the sale of 
any German ship to neutrals. It was such a 
transfer which has led to recent seizures in Ameri- 
can waters by British warships. 

Premier Asquith told the House of Commons 
yesterday afternoon that Sir Edward Grey. , the 
foreign minister, had lieen omitted from tlie new 
cabinet war committee at his own request. Sir 
Edward will attend meetings of tin* war commit- 
tee wlcn his advice is required, said tlie premier. 

That laird Kitchener has gone to Athens to force 
, King Constantine of Greece to show his hand is 
j the g -nerai belief in Loudon. Tlie newspapers are 
1 discu -sing the possibility of the use of force to 



com|icl Greece to join the allies. Iieiieving It 
certain Roiuuania will follow suit. 

Prince Alliert, second sun of King George, is 
suffering from an obstinate gastric disoriler and 
will have to remain in London a few weeks to 
undergo special treatment. Prince Alliert. who is 
a midshipman iu tlie British navy, was strickeu 
with appendicitis in August, 1914. 

Announcement was made by the German war 
office yesterday of the capture of 8,500 Serbians, 
with twelve cannon. Of these 7.U00 prisoners and 
seven cannon were taken by the Bulgarians. Pur- 
suit of the Serbians is lieing continued all along 
the front. 

James Ogilvie Grant. Karl of Seafield. lias been 
killed in action in France. Tlie earl, wlio was 
horn in 1876 anil was the eleventh of his line, 
was a captain of the Third Queen's Own Cameron 
Highlanders. 

Tlie Italian cruiser Piemonte lioiiihartled and de- 
stroyed tin* railroad station at Dedeagliatch. Bul- 
garia. on Friday. The warship also defrayed two 
trains made up of eighty ears loaded with war 
munitions. 



EXPERT ESTIMATE OF POMMERN'S CLASS. 



There has naturally lieen a gu.nl ileal of dis- 
cussion as to whether Poinmern is entitled to take 
rank as a high-class Derby winner, anil I think it 
will be generally agnail that the outcome of sueli 
discussion lias lieen entirely favorable to Mr. Sol 
Joel's colt. Nut since 1SKK!. when Bock Sand won 
what is usually deseritied as the “triple crown” 
has any horse succeeded in carrying off the three 
principal classic events until this year, and if it 
Is* contended that there is a great difference be- 
tween winning the Two Thousand Guineas at New- 
market. the Derby at Epsom, and the St. Leger at 
Doncaster, and a similar achievement over practical- 
ly the same ground every time, it seems to me 
that the difference serves to emphasize superiority 
rather than to discount it. 

It requires, of course, versatility in an excep- 
tional degree to enable a horse to succeed in the 
regular series of classic contests. At Epsom, for 
instance, adaptability is especially requisite, it 
being necessary for a horse to lie equally at home 
up and down hill aud to tie capable of handiness 
where turns have to lie taken. At tlie same time 
the element of luck enters so largely into the 
contest that it is a mere truism to state that the 
undoubtedly best horse has lieen balked, or shut 
in. or interfered witli iu some way. and thereby 
.prevented from showing his true ability. A recent 
example in imint was afforded when Sir Martin fell 
while inakiug tin* descent round Tattcnham Corner, 
and there are. I imagine, few people who are 
lyepnreil to argue that Mr. Louis Winan's unlucky 
colt was not thereby ralihed either of victory out- 
right or place honors. 

The fact, therefore, that this year’s classic races 
— the first cue tlie real Two Thousand Guineas, and 
the otliers substitutes named the New Derby anil 
September Stakes — have all been decided over the 
wide Newmarket tracks lias enabled Poinmern to 
prove to demonstration that lie is the liest horse 
uf his age. Had lie ' lieen defeated in any one 
of tin* three races, or been in any way lucky 
to score, it would have lieen a different matter: 
hut no series of victories could have lieen more 
easily achieved or more smoothly carried through, 
and Pnmmern is- therefore fully entitled to his 
proud iiositiou as one of the select group of “triple- 
crown" winners. There was. fnrtlier. no question 
this year of any really dangerous rival having lieen 
left out of the entries for tlie Derby anil Sep- 
tember Slakes, which closed only a few weeks be- 
fore their decision, anil so the colt was called 

upon to meet tin* liest of his eontemiioraries. The 

only exception that can be taken to the latter 

statement would apply to Kedfern. which on ac- 
count of the lamented death of Karl Cadogan, was 
sold to go ahroad: hut he would lie a buhl mail. 
I think, who would suggest that Reilfern might 

have proved a thorn in tlie side of Poinmern. 

Tlie earliest performances of tlie son of Polymelns 
and Merry Agnes were not. by tlie way. of such 
distinction ns to suggest the likelihood of his de- 
veloping merit of so high an order as he subse- 
quently displayed. He was unplaced to Good and 
Gily for tlie Besshorough Stakes at Ascot, aud to 
Desmond M. for the Princess’ Plate at Newmarket 
before coming out at Goodwood, where he easily 
accounted for Sanunarco mid others, including the 
odds-ou favorite. Follow I'p. At his last appear- 
ance as a two-year-olil. however. Poinmern gave 
a real taste of what was in store for the future, 
and those who thereupon earmarked him as a more 
than dangerous rival to Friar Marcus, Redfern. 
Let Fl.v and King Priam, have been abundantly 
justified of the faith that was in them. 

This final juvenile display of Mr. Sol Joel's colt 
took place in the Imperial Produce Plate at Kemp- 
ton. in which he hail three opimnents, viz.. King 
Priam (giving eight pounds). Follow Up Igiving 
three pounds), and Snow Marten (receiving ten 
pounds). Leading from beginning to end. lie beat 
King Priam with far more in hand than the dif- 
ference of eight iMiunils in the weights implied, and 
those connected witli tin* second frankly admitted 
the surprise they felt at tlie result. Excuses, as 
It happened, were afterwards made for King Priam, 
but, ns subsequent results have shown, the form 
was true enough in every detail. Pommern. when 
not quite fit. failed iu an attempt, as be might 
well do. to concede thirteen pounds to Rossendale 
in the Craven Stakes this year, but the improve- 
ment wrought in hint in consequence of that race 
was little short of wonderful, and since then he 
lias never IiMiked hack. P.immern’s future as a 
race horse, like the sport itself, lies in the laps 
of tlie gods, hut everyone who delights in wit- 
nessing the performances of a good horse will 
fervently hope that we shall see him playing the 
rale of cup winner next year.— “Augur” in Lou- 
don Sporting Life. 



LAST OF THIS YEAR’S ENGLISH RACING. 



October 29 was the last day of the Newmarket 
Houghton meeting aud, also tlie last day of flat rae- 
inf. probably of any racing in Knglauil this year. 
The knowledge of this was so sent a big crowd to 
the Heath in anything but a jovial mood. But 
it so happened that a variety of incidents of a 
nature pleasing to the British race-going public 
attended tlie racing and tlie assemblage finally 
broke up in goiMl spirts, in an editorial summary. 
London Sporting Life said of the day's proceedings: 

“The fiat racing season came to a most appropri- 
ate conclusion yesterday afternoon, when the last 
rare resulted in a dead heat between two horses 
owned hy an Englishman and a Frenchman. Tlie 
Frenchman was M. de St. Alary, who for some time 
past has had a few horses in training with Mr. 
Gilpin at Clarelmven. Newmarket: and the English- 
man was none oilier than the Director of Beer lilt- 
ing. Lord Derby. To carry the parallel still further, 
the two horses, Khedive III. and Hast*, are repre- 
sentatives of the brmling studs of tlie allied coun- 
tries, and altogether this cementation of interest, 
in a sporting sense, may lie accepted as a singularly 
happy augury for the future. 

“Khedive III., whieli had run on so gamely into 
Uiird place for tlie Cambridgeshire, was expected 
to win this Final Plate, for the good aud sufficient 
reasons that the extra distance would he in his 
favor, and the improved going would also assist 
him. There was. nevertheless, a considerable fol- 
lowing for Hasta. in spite of the fact that she 
was meeting Kydaml on no less than nineteen 
pounds worse terms as compared with the Royal 
Stakes at the Second Octoiier meeting, iu which, 
it will he remembered, she bowled over the long 
inIiIs laid on the Kingsclere representative. Since 
then Lord Derby's tillv has hail a cut at Pommern 
— in the Limekiln Stakes on Tuesday— but altlmiigh 
she experienced no difficulty in accounting for I.et 
Fly. she proved totally incapable of making the 
least impression on tlie Derby winner, which was 
giving Seventeen pounds. It might have lieen ex- 
pected. therefore, that Bydand. enjoying the big 
pull referred to above, would have some sort of 
chance of avenging the Royal Stakes defeat, lint it 
was not to be. ami thus the Duke of Portland's last 
chance of avoiding a blank season proved to he a 
hopeless one. 

“The great event of tiie day. however, turned out 
to be the Qtn*ensherry Handicap, which Friar Mar- 
cus won for bis majesty to tlie accompaniment of 
most enthusiastic cheering. Friar Marcus lias. )ier- 
lia|is. lieen the most disappointing race horse of the 
year — doubtless owing to the natural tendency to 
li i n in ly appraise his abilities iu a classic sense. 
For all this, however, lie was fullv ami freely for- 
given when he earned an exceedingly narrow victory 
over the Worinleighton in tlie Great Eastern Handi- 
cap a month ago. On that occasion, th * royal colt 
was generally regarded as fortunate, liut yesterday, 
over a furlong shorter course, lie again defeated 
Mr. McMieking's colt by the increased margin of 
a half length. The news of Friar Marcus' victory 
would be communicated to the king soan after- 
wards. and will, it is to lie hoped, act as an aid 
towards s|*oiily recovery from tlie effects of the 
accident which befell his majesty on the previous 
day. 

"Comment on tli« remaining races at Newmarket 
need duly be brief. Although none of the competi- 
tors for the Houghton Stakes were definitely known 
to be able to stay a mile. Grassland was the 
general choice, and Mr. J. B. Joel’s colt dulv 
scored, though only after a terrific struggle with 
laird Falmouth's Angelina. The well-backed Boui- 
liita took the Criterion Nursery, and in the absence 
of My Konald the finish for the Durham Stakes was 
fought out hy a couple of outsiders. Mr. Gilpin, 
hy the way, provided the favorite in Lance Chest, 
anil tlie six-year-old just missed a plan*. Amanthe. 
as anticipated, won the Two-Year-Old Maiden Plate, 
and the end came, as already related, with the 
dead heat between Khedive III. and Hasta.”
